Board  of  Education  Meeting 

The  room  for  the  trainable  children 
which  has  been  constructed  in  the  base¬ 
ment  of  the  16th  Avenue  School,  came 
up  for  a  great  deal  of  discussion  at 
last  week’s  meeting.  At  preliminary 
discussions,  when  the  public  appeared 
skeptical  a  room  could  be  built  for  $150, 
the  Board  hastened  to  reaffirm  this  fig¬ 
ure  as  the  cost.  Mrs.  Shirley  Fried¬ 
man’s  question  last  week  was  “What 
did  this  room  REALLY  cost?”  And  then 
she  asked  a  breakdown  for  materials, 
labor  and  equipment.  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Donald  Lacey  said  the  cabinets 
and  stove  came  from  a  room  in  wing  4 
of  the  high  school.  This  equipment  did 
not  have  to  be  replaced  since  it  was  not 
being  used.  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
Lambert  DeNooyer,  itemized  the  mat- 
erial  cost,  which  totalled  $388.95.  He 
said  costs  for  labor  hadn’t  been  fig¬ 
ured.  Mrs.  Friedman  went  on  to  ask 
whether  it  was  legal  to  overexpend  an 
amount  set  up  in  a  resolution,  such  as 
the  $150  figure  for  the  room  at  the  16th 
Avenue  School.  She  was  not  question¬ 
ing  the  amount  of  money  expended  for 
providing  a  room  for  the  trainable 

children  -  rather,  as  she  put  it  “The 
intent  and  complete  disdain  for  the  pub¬ 
lic’s  opinion”  right  from  the  beginning 
when  they  questioned  the  small  amount 
for  the  construction  of  a  room.  A  mo¬ 
tion  approving  the  $388.95  figure  was 
introduced  by  Trustee  Cleeland. 

Superintendent’s  Report 

Superintendent  of  Schools,  Donald 
Lacey,  recommended  to  the  Board  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Ralph  Yantorn  of 
Newark  and  Mrs.  Joan  Braner  of  Du¬ 
mont  as  High  School  English  Teachers. 
Both  appointments  were  approved  by 
.  the  Board.  Supt.  Lacey  also  pres¬ 
ented  a  request,  on  the  part  of  the 
High  School  Principal  Vito  Farese, 
to  attend  the  National  Convention  of 
the  N.AJS.S.P.  at  Cleveland,  Ohio  from 
February  5th  through  February  9th, 

•  1966.  Trustee  Gallo  was  not  in  favor 
of  having  school  personnel  attend  too 
many  conventions  while  school  was  in 
session.  He  made  it  clear  he  was  not 
objecting  to  the  person  involved  in  this 
.particular  instance,  but  felt  the  needs 
of  the  school  require  its  personnel 
being  available  while  school  is  ia  ses¬ 
sion.  Mr.  Lacey  said  it  was  a  com¬ 
mendation  of  our  school  system  that 
we  are  in\  ited  to  attend  a  convention 
such  as  this  and  attendance  at  such  a 
gathering  “  is  no  picnic”  and  much 
could  be  gleaned  from  the  exchange  of 
ideas  which  would  be  a  great  profes¬ 
sional  contribution  to  the  school.  Trus¬ 
tee  Sasso  felt  the  principal  should  at¬ 
tend  and  give  a  comprehensive  report

"Lack  of  Team  Work’’ 

John  Stellingwerf,  of  Lincoln  Av¬ 
enue,  asked  Trustee  Gallo  about  re¬ 
marks  he  had  made  several  months  ago 
indicating  his  displeasure  with  the  ad¬ 
ministration  and  his  plans  to  investigate 
the  matter.  Trustee  Gallo  said  he  was 
referring  to  the  “lack  of  team  work” 
among  school  administrators  and  lack 
of  proper  planning.  He  mentioned  spec¬ 
ifically  the  matter  of  the  Adult  School 
■  brochures  which  were  mailed  at  such  a 
late  date,  as  an  example  of  what  he  con¬ 
sidered  lack  of  planning.  He  made  it 
very  clear  he  was  not  referring  to  any 
one  individual  and  that  he  felt  the  ed¬ 
ucation  of  our  children  would  suffer  un¬ 
less  we  have  complete  cooperation  am¬ 
ong  our  administrative  staff. 

"W"  Account 

Former  School  Board  Trustee  Cletus 
Mackin  questioned  an  item  for  $1,650.35 
for  filing  cabinets  purchased  from  Rob¬ 
erts  Brothers  for  the  new  Adminis¬ 
tration  Building.  He  wanted  to  know  how 
many  cabinets  were  involved  and  where 
the  money  came  from.  Board  Secretary 
Lambert  DeNooyer  said  it  came  from 
the  “W”  account  and  covered  the  cost 
of  23  file  cabinets.  It  seems  that  four 
years  ago  funds  w’ere  appropriated  for 
modernizing  the  offices  in  the  old  54th 
St.  Schoel  Administration  Building.  A 
question  arose  regarding  the  amount  of 
money  spent  ontheSuperintendent’sof- 
fice  and  the  “wall-to-wall”  carpeting 
therein.  People  felt  too  much  had  been 
spent,  and  as  a  result  the  improvements 
for  Mr.  DeNooyer’s  office  were  never 
made.  This  money,  therefore,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Mr.  DeNooyer,  has  been  in  the 
“W”  account  since  that  time.  Mr.  Mac- 
kin  said  this  account  does  not  show  up  in 
the  published  budget  and  felt  that  it 
should.  Trustee  John  Sasso  requested 
that  in  the  future  the  “W”  account  be 
itemized. 

Trustee  Lopchuk  Suggests 

Trustee  Rose  Lopchuk  suggested  the 
board  go  on  record  opposing  the  ap¬ 
plication  recently  made  to  the  Mayor 
and  Council  for  the  issuance  of  a  liq-

uor  license  to  the  Town  House  Motor 
Hotel.  Board  President  Fenn  recalled 
sitting  in  on  discussions  at  the  time 
permission  was  granted  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  the  motel,  and  at  that  time  the 
owners  declared  they  would  never  ask 
for  a  liquor  license.  The  Board  directed 
Secretary  DeNooyer  send  a  letter  to  the 
Mayor  and  Council  opposing  this  applic¬ 
ation. 

"Petty”  Cash? 

Mrs.  Lopchuk  then  questioned  a  petty 
cash  bill  for  $18  covering  expenses  in¬ 
curred  at  a  School  Board  meeting  held 
at  the  Anchor  Inn  on  December  6th.  She 
remarked  the  Board  has  nine  members 
and  that  she  knew  nothing  of  this 
meeting.  Secretary  DeNooyer  said  he 
was  wrong  to  call  it  a  School  Board 
meeting,  since  not  all  Board  members 
were  present.  He  went  on  to  explain 
some  members  had  attended  a  N.  J, 
Scholastic  Association  dinner  in  New¬ 
ark  and  they  had  a  “spontaneous  meet¬ 
ing”  at  the  Anchor  Inn  to-continue  their 
discussion.  In  answer  to  Mrs.  Lop- 
chuk’s  question  as  to  why  this  voucher 
wasn’t  listed  with  those  presented  to  the 
Board  for  approval  at  the  meeting  of  De¬ 
cember  14th,  Mr.  DeNooyer  said  it 
would  appear  on  the  list  submitted  at 
the  January  Meeting.  Mrs.  Lopchuk  was 
also  critical  of  the  fact  that  the  three 

who  signed  the  voucher  were  not  even  on 
the  Finance  Committee  at  the  time.  Fin¬ 
ance  Chairman  is  Trustee  John  Sasso. 

After  the  meeting,  we  asked  Mrs. 
Lopchuk  for  details.  She  said  the 
envelope  she  received  included  a  check 
payable  to  Lambert  DeNooyer  in  the 
amount  of  $35.29,  a  voucher  in  this 
amount  signed  by  Trustees  James 
LaPorte,  James  Pantano  and  Jack  Clee- 
land.  Also  attached  was  a  piece  of  steno 
notebook  paper  with  figures  totalling 
about  $18  marked  “Paid”  and  signed 
“Hank”.  The  notation  was  “For 
meeting  of  the  Athletic  Committee 
with  the  Board  of  Education  at  the 
Anchor  Restaurant  following  confer¬ 
ence  at  Military  Park  Hotel,  Monday, 
December  6,  1965,  as  per  attached 
receipt'.'  Also  included  were  two  other 
items  which  brought  the  total  of  the 
check  to  $35.29.  Trustee  Lopchuk

DR.  GIUFFRE  TO  HEAD  MARCH  OF  DIMES  CAMPAIGN  IN  BORO 


It  was  announced  this  week  that 
Chairman  of  the  East  Paterson  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  forth-coming  March  of 
Dimes  Campaign  will  be  Dr.  Carmen 
Giuffre,  248  Paisa  Avenue.  Assisting 
Dr.  Giuffre  are  Mrs.  George  Roper  of. 
2  Augusta  Street  who  will  function  as 
Chairman  of  the  “Mother’s  March,” 
and,  William  Van  Doren,  Treasurer  of 
the  East  Paterson  Savings  and  Loan 
Association. 

Commenting  on  the  vital  necessity 
for  the  March  of  Dimes,  Dr.  Giuffre 
stated,  “Many  people  feel  that  because 
of  the  wonderful  strides  taken  in 
checking  polio  through  the  Salk  vaccines 


showed  us  the  photostatic  copies  of  the 
voucher  and  the  check,  but  no  matter 
how  we  tried  we  couldn’t  get  her  to 
tell  us  how  this  information  had  fallen 
into  her  hands.  She  went  on  to  say  that 
“Mr.  DeNooyer’s  usual  excessive 
verbiage  confused  the  real  question  I 
was  trying  to  ask  -  and  that  was,  how 
many  other  bills  are  put  through  in  this 
manner  by  having  the  first  three  avail¬ 
able  Board  members  sign  a  voucher 
and  completely  by-passing  the  Finance 
Chairman.”  The  amount  involved,  she 
admitted,  was  a  small  one,  but  the 
“intent  was  not.” 


and  other  miracle  drugs,  need  for  the 
March  of  Dimes  has  diminished.  Far 
from  it!

This  method  is  somewhat  sim¬ 
ilar  to  the  Gregorian  Calendar, 
except  that  the  Gregorian  pro¬ 
vides  that  years  divisible  by  four, 
excluding  the  years  numbering 
(he  centuries,  shall  have  366  days, 
and  the  century-marking  years 
are  leap  years  only  if  divisible  by 
four  after  the  ciphers  have  been 
removed.  - 

Leap  years  thusly  make  it  un¬ 
necessary  for  us  to  “tack  on” 
those  extra  five  days  and  keeps 
us  in  tune  with  the  solar  jear, 
which  actually  consists  of  365 
days,  5  hours,  43  minutes  and  46 
seconds.  *' 

As  the  experts  say,  we’re  in 
good  shape  until  2500  A.D.  Who 
can  say  what  method  of  counting 
time  will  evolve  by  then?  Per¬ 
haps  some  will  come  up  with  a 
perfect  method  of  marking  time.

Claims  Funds  Were  Diverted 

Dear  Sir: 

Mrs.  Vignali,  an  employee  of  the 
East  Paterson  Board  of  Education, 
takes  issue  with  “small-minded  peo¬ 
ple”  who,  according  to  her  letter  to 
Voice,  are  making  appalling  accusa¬ 
tions  and  remarks,  and  spreading 
propaganda.  Mrs.  Vignali,  to  what 
appalling  accusations,  remarks,  and 
propaganda  do  you  refer  and  by  whom 
were  these  voiced?  Unless  you  can 
substantiate  your  accusations,  we  must 
dismiss  them. 

After  October  12, when  the  Board  of 
Education  announced  that  a  class  for 
trainable  children  between  the  ages  of 
14  to  20  years  would  be  established 
in  the  basement  of  the  16th  Avenue 
School,  a  group  of  mothers  consulted 
with  our  Superintendent  to  learn  about 
this  special  class.  We  also  questioned 
the  advisability  of  placing  physically 
mature  young  adults  in  the  same  build¬ 
ing  with  children  ranging  in  age  from 
5  to  9  years.  We  received  either  un¬ 
satisfactory  or  no  answers  to  some  of 
our  questions.  Mrs.  Vignali  was  not 
present  at  this  meeting.  Neither  did 
Mrs.  Vignali  accept  an  invitation  to 
attend  the  16th  Avenue  PTA  meeting  of 
November  10th  when  the  matter  was  to 
be  discussed. 

Mrs.  Viganli  neglects  to  mention  that 
at  the  Cherry  Hill  School,  the  trainable 
class  was  housed  in  a  separate  building, 
known  as  the  Georgi  House, and  had  its 
own  kitchen  and  lavatory.  We  have  no 
objection  to  the  free  mingling  of  all 
children  under  proper  supervision. 
However,  one  of  our  primary  concerns 
was  that  our  Superintendent  informed  us 
that  the  lavatory  in  the  16th  Avenue 
School  basement  would  be  used  by  the 
5-9  year  olds  and  the  14-20  year  olds 
at  the  same  time  and  without  any  super¬ 
vision.  The  teacher  of  this  special  unit 
may  not  leave  the  remainder  of  the  class 
unattended.  Mrs.  Vignali,  are  we 
“small-minded”  because  of  this  con¬ 
cern? 

Mrs.  Vigilali  begs  us  to  work  with 
the  Board  in  making  our  school  sys¬ 
tem  available  to  all  seeking  an  ed¬ 
ucation.  By  this  statement,  Mrs. 
Vignali  strongly  implies  that  we  wish 
to  deny  these  children  an  Education. 
On  what  is  this  implication  based? 

The  East  Paterson  Board  of  Ed¬ 
ucation  knew  for  many  years  the  un¬ 
satisfactory  conditions  of  the  Georgi 
House,  The  Board  of  Education  re¬ 
ceives  more  than  $15,000  per  year 
in  State  aid  for  atypical  students.  None 
of  these  funds  were  set  aside  for  plan¬ 
ning  suitable'  accommodations  for  these 


children.  Instead,  these  sumswereput 
into  the  general  budget  and  the  children 
were  deprived  of  funds  given  specif¬ 
ically  for  their  welfare.  Now  Mrs.  Vig¬ 
nali,  the  Board  is  establishing  a  sub¬ 
standard  classroom  in  a  basement 
at  a  total  cost  of  $150,  The  Board  is 
throwing  these  children  a  bone.  No, 
Mrs.  Vignali,  we  cannot  back  our 
Board  on  this  action,  becuase  we  want 
better  educational  facilities  for  all 
our  children. 

Mrs.  Viganli,  again,  begs  us  to  work 
with  the  Board  of  Education  in  making 
our  school  system  available  to  all 
seeking  an  education.  Yes,  Mrs.  Vig¬ 
nali,  we  would  back  the  Board  on  a 
sorely  needed  school  expansion  pro¬ 
gram,  and  we  hope  that  the  Board 
takes  into  consideration  the  property- 
available  at  the  16th  Avenue  School 
site  for  construction  of  units  to  house 
special  classes  of  appropriate  age 
groups.  Many  parents  object  to  the 
joint  housing  of  the  Junior  High  School 
and  the  Senior  High  School  students 
because  of  the  age  span  between  12  and 
18  years,  a  difference  of  six  years.  Yet 
we  are  expected,  in  an  elementary 
school,  to  accept  without  reservation  a 
physical  age  span  of  15  years.  Mrs. 
Vignali,  this  is  unwise,  whether  or  not 
mental  handicap  is  involved. 

We  cannot  over-emphasize  the  fact 
that  we  have  absolutely  no  objection 
whatsoever  to  placing  mentally  re¬ 
tarded  children  in  the  -16th  Avenue 
School.  What  concerns  us  is  this 
great  disparity  in  age  between  the 
two  groups  of  children. 

This  class  is  being  thrust  in  the 
basement  of  the  16th  Avenue  School 
because  of  the  lack  of  foresight  and 
planning  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  and 
because  there  is  no  other  place  avail¬ 
able  in  the  school  system. 

Is  it  “small-minded”,  Mrs.  Vig¬ 
nali,  for  parents  to  be  concerned  about 
children?

LEARNING  ROOM 

The  new  emphasis  on  education  will  make  the  addition 
of  a  “learning  room”  inevitable  in  most  new  homes  in 
this  country,  says  Richard  Bullock,  editor  of  the  Pract¬ 
ical  Builder,  a  trade  magazine.  The  learning  room,  Mr. 
Bullock  contends,  is  a  logical  offshoot  of  the  family  room,  • 
the  supplementary  living  room  that  has  been  one  of  the 
housing  innovations  of  the  building  boom  that  followed 
World  War  11.  Unlike  the  family  room,  which  is  often  put 
to  various  uses,  the  learning  center  will  be  equipped  for 
one  purpose,  the  pursuit  of  knowledge,  according  to  Mr. 
Bullock.  It  would  serve  students  of  all  ages,  including  par¬ 
ents  who  often  participate  in  adult  education  programs.  A 
separate  study  room  is  especially  needed  in  Mr.  Bullock’s 
opinion,  because  of  the  increasing  use  of  audiovisual  aids 
in  education.  Audiovisual  equipment  consists  of  tape  re¬ 
corders,  microfilm  viewers,  motion-picture  equipment  and 
slide  projectors.  Mr.  Bullock  finds  that  much  of  this  educa¬ 
tional  equipment  is  now  being  used  in  homes  with  or  with¬ 
out  special  study  rooms.  To  function  properly,  Mr.  Bullock 
says,  a  learning  room  will  need  a  high  degree  of  acoustical 
control,  air  conditioning,  good  lighting  ,  and  furniture  with  . 
spacious  surfaces  for  books  and  papers.  This  reminds  me 
that  some  years  ago  Underwood  introduced  the  idea  of  a 
“home  office.”  This  was  to  be  a  separate  nook  equipped 
with  an  extension  phone,  a  typewriter  and  an  adding  mach¬ 
ine  to  simplify  and  expedite  the  paper  work  necessary  in  run¬ 
ning  the  home.  This  is  a  far  cry  from  the  days  when  the  kit¬ 
chen  or  dining  room  table  was  the  nerve  center  of  the  av¬ 
erage  home.
